iiT. r.lLi: NT INK'S DAY. 

Nobody knows precisely the origin of 
llie ueculiur oliaervance.s on St. N'alen- 
line'.s day. N'alentiiie hiiii.self, they say, 
was a priest who sntfered inartyrdoni at 
Rome, 1,(100 years ago, and wa.i nnin 
bered among the saints of the church, 
with a festival day in February. Proba- 
bly there had been an old pagan festival 
occurring on that particular day, with 
cuatoiuH which the church did not try to 
extirpate, but adapled, a.i was it.s wont, 
to the Cliristian system. The missives 
and caricatures in our printsellers ' win- 
dows at this season of the year, thus 
may take the mind back a long way into 
pre-christium times. The observances 
of St. Valentine's day in CJreat Britain, 
of wlitch there are records for about 500 
years, wore not always so rediculous as 
they now are ; indeed, down to 150 years 
ago, these coloured caricatures and jocii 
lar anonymous letters now common, were 
unknown. Tlio niiasive.s generally con- 
tained sincere honeyed CDiiipliiiieiits from 
some young man to some young uKiideii, 
mingled wjth hopes that his love might be 
returned. The t.iue ceremony of .St. 
Valentino's day was the drawing of a 
kind of lottery at a little festival. An 
equal number of maids and bachelors got 
together; each wrote his or her true or 
feigned name on billets, which were drawn 
as lots, the maids taking the men's billets 
and the men the maidis, so that each 
lighted upon what was called his or her 
"valentine." The men were expected to 
show sundry attentions to their "valen- 
tines," and the little sport sometimes 
ended in lovo. 'Ihero was a popular 
notion that the tirst per^tni of the other 
sex whom one saw or met on .St. Valen- 
tine's morn was a destined wife or a des- 
tined husband. Tiiis fancy i.s embodied' 
in the foUowihg light verses, wliich have 
been written for the 'I'he Calonisl, in 
order to give to its fair readers some no- 
tion of the old style of lonc-opistles con 
siderod suitable to .Sf. Valentine's day, 
instead of the burlesijue rhymes and car 
icaturea now interchanged as the chief 
observance of the degonorateJ festival. 
Alas 1 how much is changed in these 
mechanical days, from what it was of 
yore, but cupid remains unchanged, wing- 
ing his darts, as always, to make tears or 
smiles. The introduction of tlie enter- 
prising swain into the lady's chamber, 
ia of course only meant here as an imag- 
inative intrusion, a poetical license such 
as often occurs in the leas prudish, but 
perhap.s essentially purer, poetry of an 
earlier ago, which it is here atteinpleil to 
reproduce.

There is no better measure of the fiiUnoss 
of the condemnation of the (iliKlatoiie 

cabinet in regard t.) their neglect of I'^L^vpt, 
than the list of disa-sters which one after 
the other now appear in tin' headings ol 
our telegraphic despatches. It wmilil have 
been doubtle-ss a great consolation to the 
ma.ssacred garrison of .Sinkiit, to know 
tloii the English cabinet "was painfully 
impressed," iiiid when it becomes the turn 
of Tokar and SuaUem, as it proba- 
tily soon will, they too may liiid similai- 
cause for satisfaction. The fatuity of tliu 
government has, -indeed, raisetl such a 
sudden crop of disagreeable tilings, that 
it is aluio.st painful to eonlemplate them, 
and all thus has arisen fr<iiii a stuiiid and 
unstatesiaaliliko refusal lo acknowledge 
the inevitable, and Lo attempt to shullh? 
away from a responsibility, wiien tliere 
was only safety in confronting it. Now- 
all the work has to be done over again, 
and the government which was so afraid 
that it sliiiuUl be thought it intended to 
govern Egypt, scandalized by massacre 
and disaster, aiising from its neglect, is 
sending sliips and tn^op.s in hot haste to 
stem tlie tide, amid the sneers of Europe. 
The jibes of the Frenciiinight well be borne 
but when we are told that Lord 
Dnfl'erin is negotiating with the Porte, 
with regard lo a basis of Turkish inter- 
vention 111 the Soudan, it is a littli^ toij 
iniicli. The sooner 'Curkish suzerainty in 
Egypt ia swept away the better, as there 
WHS more time w.asted over this tiction at 
the beginning of the last "difficulty," th.an 
would have sufiiced to get through with 
it. What Turkish troops cotdd do in 
Egypt, except promote a return of chol- 
era, it isditlicult to say, and tlieir presence 
would be as undesirable as ever. The 
only suggestion of hope regarding Egypt, 
seems to be that the English people hav- 
ing had enough of annual expeditions to 
Eyypt, will insist that a i>roper adminis- 
tration of the country shall be carried 
out, either by the Gladstone government 
or some other equal to the emergency.

the governniont for r.ny advance, and 
offering uvun to cancel the monopoly 
clause as to branch lines in Manitoba. 
All this is really satisfactory, as it shows 
if the worst conies to the worst there will 
be no ditliculty about the road being com- 
pleted, but on the whole it is advisablo, as 
the syndicate commenced thu road nnd 
have so far prosecuted tho work with 
vigor, they should be allowed to Hnish 
it, even if they have to be assisted in 
doing so by tho government. In the iirst 
place, as regards tlie offer of the Neiv 
York company, it ia not deairablo that 
the lino should bo owned by foreign cap- 
italists, and concerning the odor of the 
Grand Trunk that corporation ia largo 
enough already, and it is not advisable 
to throw the control of the bulk of the 
railway cominunicationa of the Doniiiiion 
into the liands of any single company.

That whereas the commorciiil iiuportiuiee 
of the harbor of the city of Victoria is daily 
iiiereasiug, and there is evory reason to be- 
lieve thiit during the ensuing season and in 
Ihe future, a much greater number of ships 
will leipure aeeomniodalinn than lieielo- 
fnle, ami it is lleeessaiv ill the mtelests ol 
shiiiliiii;; .and eniii inei i-.- tllat I'ei laili iritui al 
nlislrnelioiis in the liarlmr >,hnuld 1"; leinnv- 
ed, and that l ertnin palls of it should lie 
deepeneil liy dredging. Therefore, lie it 
resolved, that a resiieetlill address lie pre- 
sented to his honor the lioutenanl-governnr, 
praying him to urgently request the Doudn- 
iou government to take immediale steps for 
the removal of the following nientioiieil ob- 
slrnetious iu Victoria harbor, viz.: 1. I'in 
rocks opposite Laing'syard.

Mr. Beavon called up tho resolution, (pre- 
viously debated), with respect to the origi- 
nation of bills asking for crown grants of 
land in conimittoo of the whole. 

Hon. Air. Smitlie agreed to the resolution , 
wbieb was passed. 

C. AND K.. KAILWAV HILL. 

Mr. Martin moved tho second reading of 
(he Cariboo and Kaiiiloopa Railway l!ill. 
lie said that the lim' would coniu'cl Cariboo 
with Ihe C. I'. Railway and would bi> a 
feeder to tile latter line, besides ois-iiing the 
gold fields of Cniiboo, which at juesenl 
were iillilost inaccessible. I''igures were 
quoted to show that the land franchise ask- 
ed was reasonable when eomparisl with tlie 
franchises obtained by (be Canadian I'acilie 
and Island ttailway Co .'s and certain eust- 
i in lilies. The company, however, wore 
willing to drop the franchise clauses of the 
l.iil! ami bring thorn in next session. All 
they asked now was a right of way. lie 
couchided by saying that the iirovince 
would be beuelitted by the conslruelii in of 
this roiid. 

Mr. Wilson opimsed the bill, which he 
called an iuiipiitous measure, lie regretleil 

10 lind himself in opposition to the mover 
who, he believed, desired llie beuetil of bis 
own district, but he had taken a mistaken 
way of shov.iiig bis desire. He had said he 
would OTthdraw certain clauses now, but 
that he wonld ask for a grant of land next 
session. A mere right of way might work 
serious harm unless the route was well 
marked out and detiuod iu the bill and un- 
til the route was declared ho should ojiposc 
the bill. The land grant asked was enorm- 
ous and if the bill were laid over for a yo.'tr 
or two parlies might be lounil to build the 
road without any land subsidy al nil. If 
we gave away this laud we would \irtn;dly 
exclude every miner from prospecting it. 
lie could see no object iu the withdrawal of 
ihe land clauses this session if they were to 
be brought up next session, uuless the ob- 
ject of the company was to got hold of the 
mining laud in tiariboo. ' He was opposed 
to thai, and he would not exohange the 
francbisr asked for in this bill for the whole 
of Vancouver Lslaud. (Hear.) 

Mr. (liiwan could see no m-cessily for the 
bill. It propo.-ied to do nothing, and clause 

11 would coiub inn the bill if nothing else 
would. It was merely an attempt to gel 
hold of a fniin'hise to sell it. T'lie company, 
it is said, will be content with a right of 
way; but that right of way, if granted, 
would intorforo with free miners' rights 
Ho moved that the bill bo read this day six 
months. 

Mr. Dingwall aaid it was tho most oxtra- 
ordinary bill he had ever read. Thefli 
grants were beginning to come in thick and 
fast, and like llie c;it, he was beginning lo 
gel liis bud; up. i, Hoars of laiigbtor.) He 
seconded the six months' hoist. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said on one ground alone 
ho was disposed to vote against the bill. There 
was no guarantee that the road would be 
comnioiiced at all. 

Mr. Orr said the only means of oiiening 
up that section of the country was by n bill 
like this. 

Mr. Beavon said that tho tiiiie-limii in 
the bill was indelinito and woul i take up a 
large oxtont of country. 

Mr. Qalbraith favored the bill and won- 
dered at the nonprogresflive spirit shown by 
some of the members, 



Mr. Dunsiuuir said the progression of a 
country was incalculably increased by the 
construction of its rail ways, and linessuch as 
the one proposed in the bill could not be 
carried on without reasonable encour- 
agement in tho form of land grants. He 
should support the bill. 

Mr. Armstrong aaid the promoters of 
tho bill would, if it were passed, have the 
benefit of the lands granted them for sev- 
eral years before being required to com- 
mence construction. It was nothing more 
nur loss than bonding the lands, a pritc- 
ticc which should be always regarded 
with suspicion. It was entirely too 
much to give for such a remote return. 
He should oppose Ihe'bill. 

Mr. Senilin was in favor of tlio bill. 

Mr. Pooley said there was iiotliiiig in 
tho bill whicii compelled the parties to 
commence surveys or operations within 
any stated time. When iiersoiis asked 
for a franchise to build a railway they 
should be prepared tu undertake obliga- 
tions in return, and the house would not 
bo doing justice to the country in passing 
the bill. He would always bo in favor of 
any nieaauro that would open up and 
fiirthor the interests of the country; but 
there was notliiug in the bill compelling 
the pnunoters to do this. On tho contrary 
they would have the power to hold the 
lands granted them tu the exclusion of 
others. On these grounds he would op- 
pose the bill (hear, hoar). 

Mr. Wilson said the whole of tho lands 
asked for were viduelcas unless the min- 
erals went with tl- jin, being of no agricul- 
tural worth. If the company did not 
want the minerals they did not want tho 
land. He should |irefer seeing a bonus 
given to a company llmfi aee the minerals 
alienated. The company were not pledged 
to do anything, and he would have to op- 
[lose the bill. 

Mr. iSlartin aaid the majority of mem- 
bora who had voted for the Rootonay Hill 
were now upiioaing the present one. The 
raiUvay would benefit Cariboo and Kam- 
loops, and whatever improved these dia- 
tricta would benefit the whole province. 

lloii. Mr. Sinithe .said if the bill had 
guaranteed the delitiiu^ construction of 
the railroad he should certainly have voted 
for the second reading of the bill, but 
such had not been the case, and the 
wholesale giving away of lands required 
very serious constcieration, Tho con- 
struction of this lino would not cost very 
much. If the house thought that bonuses 
should be given for I he construction of rail- 
ways it would bo far better to give them an 
much per day, far belter lo give them 
$100,1)00 than 100,000 acres whicli might 
be worth nullioiis. He should vote 
against this bill to show that wdiolesalo 
alieniilioii of land would not be tolerated 
by the iirovince, and to let the iiromoters 
of similar bills see that it was useless lo 
attempt introducing them. Bills of this 
kind, before being passed, would have to 
oll'er substaiilial guarantees of fair and 
equable return for lands given He should 
vote foi the six inontlm' hoist. 

A vote was then taken and the auieiul- 
iiient carried by 15 to 9. 

OKANAllAN AND .SCIIUSWAl'. 

Mr. Martin moved the second reading 
of a bill to incorporate the Okanagan and 
.Scliiiswai) railway. 

.Mr. Dooley aaid if the iirnmolers of this 
bill had come before the liouae prepared 
to do something he would have been bet-" 
tef pleased, but there was no guarantee 
that the obligations would bo fulfilled. If 
such guarantee could be given he would 
supiiort the bill. 

lion. Mr. Smithe tlmught that the rail 
way propoaod in Iho bill was a very desir- 
able work and would allow a very large 
area of agricultural country to be uti- 
lized. Tlie objection he had to tho bill, 
iu addition to the one mentioned by tho 
last apeakor, was that the company was 
asking too much for loo little. The line 
would be a short one and construction 
Would be of the lightest character. If a 
reasonable grant of land or money bonuii 
had been asked he would have had no ob- 
jection to tlio bill bein;; passed, but tho 
valuable land asked for on Ijucen Char- 
lotte's isiaiid was out of proportion to the 
prospective benetil to be derived. He 
would be rather inclined to vote for the 
second reading of the bill, in the hope 
that it would bo amended in comiiiittoe to 
meet tho objections stated and on failure 
of its being so altered would vote against 
the third reading. 

Messrs. Semlin and Galbvailh svere in 
favor of the second reading. 

Mr. McTavish said ho did not suppose 
a more ridiculous measure could liavo 
been brought before the house. (Hear 
hear.) The promoters required hundred; 
of thousands of acres of lands, supposed 
to be valuable coal lands on Graham is- 
land, tor the construction of a few miles 
of railway in tho Okanagaii district, lie 
could not see that any coloiii/.ation scheme 
was embodied in the bill and did not see 
how members who had voted against the 
last bill could consistently vote for this 
one. For hia part lie should vote against 
it. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Helgeson took the same view. 

Mr. Armstrong thought that if the bill 
were amended in committee by loascning 
the land grant it might bo beneficially 
passed . 

Mr. Duck viewed this bill in the same 
light that he had llie laat and should vole 
against the second reading. 

Mr. Martin in answer to Mr. Arm- 
strong said tho colonization scheme would 
he carried out in connection with ihu bill. 

Hon. i\Ir. Robson asked why, in thai 
case, had it not been embodied. 

Mr. .lohn thought it was most unreason- 
able to giveaway tlie largest portion of 
(iraliam i.slaiid for tho construction of a 
few miles of roilwiiy. The colonization 
scheme should be embodied in tho bill if 
such a course was intended. The house 
had experienced too inaiiy exanqiles of 
tliia kind of land grabbing and ho thought 
it would be better that all the mountains 
in Ihe country should be tlatloned oul and 
their area made to count in deeding lands 
to such graapiiig spccnlators. (Hear, and 
laughter.) 

The accoiid reading was carried, 14 to 
10. 

House went into committee, iMr. Ray 
boiild in the chair. 

Mr. McTavish moved that the wurda 
"ornarrow gauge"on the lastaridthe word 
"either" upon the previous lino of clause 9 
should bo struck out. Ho said tliat if the 
company were willing to construct a broad 
gauge for tho grant aakod for thoy ahould 
bo compollod to take leas if a narrow 
gauge were to be constructed. (Elear, 
hear.) 

Mr. Somliu thnught tho words "work a 
contiiiUQua lino" on the lirsl lino of tho 
clause should 1)0 made to road "cniiliuu- 
oualy work a lino. " 

Hon. Mr. Robson agreed with the mem- 
ber for Saanich that the const ructiou of 
a narrow gauge, coating leas than a broad, 
an equal quantity of land grunted ahould 
not bo necessary. Another thing was 
certain, the gradients and curves on a nar- 
row gauge being sliarjier rendered acni - 
doiita more liable to occur. 

Mr. Cowan would .support tho amend- 
ment of Mr. McTavish. 

Mr. Somlin's amontlinenl was carried. 

The amendment of Mr. McTavish was 
lost. 



Mr. John said he was satisfied the bill 
was merely a scheme to obtain valuable 
coal lands on Graham island, and should 
not be tolerated. The province would 
soon not have an an acre left. [A mem* 
ber — It hasn't now.] He did not know 
what the country was coming to and would 
like to hear tho government express an 
opinion with regard to the amount of the 
grant. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said tho hon. gentle- 
man ought not to make statements when 
he was not sure of his ground. The dis- 
cussion as to the quantity of land to be 
granted had yet to take place and if 
the hon. gentleman had taken the tumble 
to bo present when the bill was up for its 
second reading he would not have risen. 

The committee rose and reported ask- 
ing leave to ait again. 

House adjourned till 7:30 p.m.

Hon. Mr. Robson said he had been re- 
ported in The Colmiist as having said that 
there was no correspondence in connection 
with the dismissal of Mr. Li\'lngstotte, Clin- 
ton, lie (Mr. Robson) had said that the 
correspoudeuco was being copied and would 
lie brought down lo the bouse.

Adjourned committee, Mr. Raybonld in 
the chair. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe moved that on the 4th 

line of section 10 the tigures 1000 should be 

struck out, and the tigures GIU snbstitutod. 
Carried. 

Moll. Mr. Davie drew attention to the 
fact that the date of the eomplelion of the 
railway was not specilied. and mentioned 
that a.s sections 111 and 1"> stood at present 
the company was nol compelled lo complete 
the railway, but would be able to retain 
lauds amounting iu value to the cost of con- 
st ruction of that part of the railway com- 
pleted by 3Ut December, 1889. Thia 
should be provided against. 

Mr. Cowan thought the company should 
n'oeivo no lauds at all, unlesR thoy com- 
pleted the line. (Hear, hoar.) 

T'lie clause, after having been oousidora' 
biy amended, read as follows: 

lU. The company shall, upon the passiige 
of this act, proceed lo survey the line of the 
said railway, and so soon as the line of rail- 
w ay shall have been located, shall proceed 
to survey the land in Yale district, propos- 
ed to be acquired by them under this act, 
and shall complete the survey of the land in 
blocks of not less than 640 acres each by 
the Ist Januaiy, 188G. In the event of the 
company making default in the survey or 
location of tho railway line or in completing 
the survey, as aforesaid, of the land propos- 
rd to be so aei|iiired as aforesaid, on or be- 
fore tlie Isl day of ilanuary, 18Htj, or iu 
complying witii tin- other reqireiueiits of 
Ibis act, on or before the lilsldayof Doceiu- 
ber, 18«'J, then this act shall ba nulb and 
void, and all rights, powers and privileges 
hereby granted, shall cease and determine. 

And the said company shall, within ten 
days after the passing of this act, deposit 
with the goveruiiient the sum of $10,000 as 
a guarantee of good faith, and on their fail- 
ure to fulfil the conditions and require- 
ment of this act by Dec. IH, 1889, then the 
said $10,001) .shall become forfeited to the 
governuient and form part of tho consoli- 
dated revenue of the province. 

Mr. .lobn, speaking lo clause 11, could 
not see what a company, who proposed 
bnildir.ga short line of railway on tho main- 
laud, wanted with such a large portion of 
Graham island. If they had a scheme on 
hand they should submit it embodied iu the 
bill. He moved an amendment limiting the 
number of acres to be acqnired by them to 
1110,000, instead of 300,000. Uutil this al- 
teration had boon made ho would oppose 
the bill. 

Mr. .Mleii said the promotors of the 
Kootenay bill had assured the house last 
session that they would aubniit a schonio 
to construct a road to convey all the oro 
taken from the Kooton.ay luinoa to tiia 
coast of lirilish Columbia, and ship it in 
quanlities of at least It, 000 tons a week. 
Wliat had been done in that respect? 
Nothing ! Literally nothing !1 And 
such a result would again occur if no 
guarantee was given that any scheme now 
put forward by the company would be 
fulfilled. (Hoar ! hear !) He did 
think one -third of the mombora on tlie 
tloor of the house boliovod tho bill to be 
a genuine one. (Hear ! hear !) He 
would therefore move that tho committee 
rise. Mr. .lohn seconded. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said that as discussion 
mi the motion had been alio wed, he would 
suy that tho motion was a very proper 
one. (Hear ! hear I) When private 
bills were brought into tho houso, 
they .should be preaonted in a rea- 
sonable and proper shape. The 
area of land asked for was out of all 
roeaon and tho colonization scheme that 
had boon read, beyond doubt, formed no 
part of tho bill (hear, hoar). 'Iho time . 
of the house could not be taken up in the 
manner it had l;ccn in the endeavor to 
put the bill into proper shape. He ahould 
support the motion to rise. 

Hon. Mr. Robson was afraid that the 
bill had been brought in too late to bo 
passed lliia sessino. He regretted tho 
fact, but the aiuendmeiits necessary were 
so considerable that no other course seem- 
ed open.
